Resolved, Therefore, that this conference does 
bereby express its disapprobation of all discrim- 
ination against the Jews as such. And, further, 
we extend our sincere sympathy and commisera- 
tion to the oppressed Jews of Russia and the 
Balkans, the victims of injustice and outrage. 
And. as we believe, voicing the sentiments of this 
great country, 

Resolved, That we plead with the rulers and 
eminent statesmen of the vast Russian Empire, 
we plead with all its fair-minded and noble citi- 
sens, in the name of God and in the name of the 
common brotherhood of men, to stay the hand of 
cruelty from this time-honored people, which 
have given them as well as us our Bible, our reli- 
gion, and our knowledge of Gd. 

Resolved, That we call upon the rulers and 
statesmen of our own country to use their infiu- 
ence and good offices with the authorities of all 
lands, to accomplish this humane and righteous 
end, 


Was It Prearranged ?

Both the matter and the manner of Mr. 
Thacher’s partisan, criticigm of the report of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee favoring the 
organization of a bureau to have charge of 
World’s Fair operations m South American 
countries deserve severe censure.

SENATOR EDMUNDS ON THE RESULT. 

Yesterday’s Tumor contained an inter- 
view between its Washington correspondent 
and Senator Edmunds of Vermont, the dis- 
tinguished statesman who caused a bounty to 
be offered for maple éugar, as to the result of 
the late election and its causes, Said the emi- 
nent Senator: a 
Tes, we have had an election. We have been 
bastinadoed upon both feet, but there is no rea- 
son for any Republicanto be discouraged con- 
cerning the future of the party and the result of 
the next Presidential year. There was, if you 
please, a complication of local issues which pro- 
duced the result. I think the fact that the result 
was so sweeping isin itself one of the most en- 
couraging features, for when you cometo examine 
the result you will find there has been nochange 
in the sentiment of the people. There has been a 
falling off of the Republican vote through the 
dissatisfaction with local candidates, but there 
has not been 1 percent of change in the actual 
vote cast infavor of the Democrats. The elec- 
tions simply show the Republicans must be care- 
ful in nominating people who are not objected to 
by their own people. 

“ Then you do not think the McKinley bill had 

to do with the result?’ 

No, I do not in any way.“ 

This sounds encouraging, but it must not be 
forgotten that Senator Edmunds sits perched 
on the unshakable rock of Vermont Repub- 
licanism. He is above the high-water mark 
of any possible Democratic deluge. The 
winds may blow and the floods may come and 
sweep. away the Spooners and Blairs and 
Evartees and Farwells and Ingallses, but they 
never can touch a Vermont Senator. It is 
natural therefore that a person occupying 
such an exceptional position should take a more 
cheerful ‘view of matters than the ordinary 
mortal and delight in dwelling on the en- 
couraging features of the situation. 

But the main question is whether the Sen- 
ator is correct in his facts. He says dissatis- 
faction with local candidates has caused a fall- 
ing off of Republican votes. To what local 
candidates does he refer? To State officers? 
To members of State Legislatures? To Con- 
gressmen? If to the first of these, then on 
his theory the Republicans made unsatis- 
factory nominations in Massachusetts, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan, IIlinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Kansas -in all the States except Ohio. That 
they did nominate an unpopular candidate in 
Pennsylvania is admitted, but who claims 
that the Republican conventions of all the 
other States unanimously made unpopular 
nominations? 

If Senator Edmunds means dissatisfaction 
with local legislative candidates he should ex- 
plain how the Republicans happened this year 
of all others to make so many bad nomina- 
tions in every State as to lose them so many 
Legislatures. How did they come to blunder 
so in New Hampshire, New York, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, and 
other States? Wereall the Republican con- 
ventions, big and little, run by lunatics? 

But probably Senator Edmunds means by

It would have been in better 
taste for Mr. Parnell to give up his leaaership 
when the verdict in the O’Shea case was ren- 
dered. He ought to have known then that the 
English Liberal non-conformists would never 
consent to his leadership of a section of the 
Liberal party which the Irish members have 
become since the adoption by Mr. Gladstone 
of the home-rule. program. Mr. Parnell 
ought not to have hesitated about retiring 
when Mr. Gladstone communicated his wish 
in that, direction through Mr. Morley and Mr. 
McCarthy. Now that Mr. Gladstone has pub- 
licly declared, his determination not to asso- 
ciate with Mr. Parnell in public life, fora 
time at least, Mr. Parnell must retire or the 
home-rule cause is lost. 

Throughout this whole business Mr. Parnell 
has shown that he is not a man of fine sensi- 
bilities or of lofty patriotism. His callousness 
is almost shocking. His selfishness has 
dimmed the recolléction of his services. To 
retam the nominal and temporary Irish lead- 
ership in the face of Mr. Gladstone and of all 
that is best and purest in English Liberalism 
will be to wreck the hopes of Ireland. The 
Liberals cannot codperate with the Irish par- 
tyso long as Mr. Parnell leads it. That 
would be treason to Mr. Gladstone, a true and 
noble leader whose private life is as stainless 
as his public career and whose unselfishness is 
as marked as his lotty patriotism and love of 
justice, 

And what can the Irish party do without 
the codperation of the: English Liberals? 
What could they have done without them dur- 
ing the last five years? Mr. Gladstone’s ad- 
vocacy of home rule made that issue ppssible. 
He took large risks and made great sacrifices 
when be adopted it as the foremost question 
of British politics. Because he did so he has 
been subjected to unparalleled abuse. The 
dear friends of a lifetime abandoned him. 


He devoted his whole time, his whole mind, all 
his energies to make the obnoxious Irish cause 
popular. When just on the eve of triumph, as 
it seems, Irishmen will not be so ungrateful, 
80 unwise, so lacking in common sense as to 
abandon this grand old man for the sake of one 
who has periled their cause for his own per- 
sonal gratification: It would be treason in 
Mr. Parnell himself to ask the Irish nation to 
make the sacrifice. It would be national 
lunacy for the Irish people to cling to his dis- 
honored leadership. a 

It is true that the Irish people owe Mr. Par- 
nell much. But they have been generous with 
him. They have given him loyal support. 
They have contributed to his greatness, such 
as it was, by their devotion. They gave 
$200,000 or more to his private purse. They 
have not paid him all perhaps. But they have 
paid him well. He should not be ungrateful. 
He should not allow their cause to suffer. 
The sands of Mr, Gladstone’s life are rapidly 
running out. England will not soon have an- 
other Gladstone, Ireland’s opportunity is 
near at hand. That opportunity ought not to 
be destroyed by Mr. Parnell’s infatuation or 
by his treason and the - blind allegiance of 
Irish parliamentarians to his leadership.

Perhaps, too, a fact of 
still more general interest will be brought out— 
namely: that the common carrier cannot trust 
to tricks and evasions to screen him from the 
consequences of a gross violation of duty in 
discriminating between persons when he is 
bound to treat all on the same terms. Thein- 
tent of the law is to prevent one shipper from 
obtaining an advantage denied to another who 
wants the same quantity and kind of service, 
and it will fail in a vital point if not enforced 
by the courts in cases like the one now 
pending.

TO GIVE THE COUNTRY MORE MONEY. 


Several Bills Likely to Be Introduced When 
Congress Meets—Other Washington News. 
Wasnmorox, D. C., Nov. 26.—[Special. ]—A 

good many bills to increase the money circula- 

tion will be introduced this session. Public 
men of widely diverging views on financial 
questions seem to agree that legislation look- 
ing to this end is necessary. With so little 
time it is doubtful whether any bills can be 
passed, though Senator Sherman may succeed 
in getting through his measure allowing the 

National banks to issue notes up to the par 

value of their bonds. As a temporary means 

of relief the Sherman bill will be urged by the 

Treasury Department, since it would add $15,- 

000,000 to the circulation. But this would be 

only a drop in the bucket, . The silver men 

threaten to discourage. all legislation 
looking to an increase, of the paper 
circulation. Their cure-all is unlimited coin- 

age. Privately they say they might accept a 

compromise on the basis of the of 

10,000,000 ounces a month and the issuance of 

Treasury certificates. The silver certificates 

now make up about one-third of the paper 

money in circulation. The present purchase 
is 4,500,000 ounces a month. That grizzled 
silver authority, Senator John P. Jones, 
thought this would practically take up the 
world’s supply of silyer; but seemingly it has 
made no impression on the general stock of 
the white metal. In placing the amount of 
their compromise at 10,000,0000unces a month 
the silver advocates have a hazy idea that this 
may really about equal the world’s produc 
tion. Representative Farquhar of New York 
has proposed to introduce a bill provid- 
ing for the refunding of the debt and 
for the issumg of long term 2 per 
cent bonds. It is generally understood 
that Secretary Windom’s forthcoming mes- 
sage will contain some recommendations on 
this subject. In regard to the position 
which has been made by Senator Plumb and 
others that the Secretary should pay out the 
$100,000,000 in gold now held as a reserve fund 
for the redemption of the greenbacks, Secre- 
tary Windom has strong convictions in opposi- 
tion to any such measure. There is y one 
way the money can be paid out, and that is in 
the purchase of Government bonds, and that 
would increase the premium on the bonds to 
such an extent as to make it, in his opinion, 
an unwise investment for the Government. 

The members of the Cabinet are agreed that 

the attempt to pay out the $100,000,000 reserve 

fund would impair the credit of the Govern- 
ment, and it is safe to say no action of that 
kind will be taken.
